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Even peers from competing shows 
insisted they were okay with Breaking 
Baa’s gold rush. “We knew going into 
the night it was going to be tough,” said 
David Benioff, co-showrunner for HBO’s 
Game of Thrones, which came into the 
night with five nominations but went 
home empty-handed. (Thrones did win 
four Creative Arts Emmys on Aug. 16.) 
“Tf youre going to lose to any show, it 
might as well be Breaking Bad.” 

So where did all this leave True Detec- 
tive, the hot HBO program thought to 
be the one to beat this year? That’s a 
philosophical quandary even Matthew 
McConaughey’s Rust Cohle might have 
had trouble with. For all its movie stars 
and buzz, TD earned just one award— 
the directing prize, claimed by Cary Joji 
Fukunaga, plus its four Creative Arts 
wins. In retrospect, the show might’ve 
suffered because it submitted in the 
drama race rather than the more logical 
(and perhaps less challenging) mini- 
series category. “HBO does so many 
great things that, to some degree, they 
have to decide not only who they’re going 
to compete with, but who of their own 
product [to promote],” said AMC presi- 
dent Charlie Collier. (Both McConaughey 
and Woody Harrelson were nominated 
for lead actor, and TD faced off against 
the network’s GoT in best drama.) “So it’s 
a hard choice. I thought [True Detective] 
was an amazing piece of television.” 
American Horror Story: Coven’s Sarah 
Paulson sees it as a sign of the Academy's 
enduring affection for Breaking Bad—not 
a slight against the newcomer. “[They 
decided] to honor the show that’s been 
on for seven years over the soup du jour.”

TO THE CITY OF THE DEAD. 

That’s what they call down- 
town Atlanta these days. At 
least that’s what the cast and 
crew of The Walking Dead call it. 
Because death is about all you'll 
find in these parts—either in 
the form of reanimated corpses 
or in the fate that surely awaits 
you if you linger too long or turn 
the wrong corner at the wrong 
time. But linger here we must, 
just outside suite 222 of the 
Grant Building, for filming is 
about to commence on a scene 
that will find crossbow-wielding 
warrior Daryl and wallflower- 
turned-flower-gazing advocate 
Carol investigating a particu- 
larly creepy hallway that stands 
between them and their secret 
destination.

The good news: Daryl and Carol are apparently 
back together! (Shippers, start your engines.) More 
good news: They’re not stuck in a train car! But also, 
bad news: This hallway is almost pitch-black, and 
there’s that dead walker on the floor to consider. 
You can’t help but feel it is not alone. The man who 
plays Daryl stands at the ready, waiting for the 
director to yell “Action!” And then, well...Norman 
Reedus decides to start flashing people. (I’m going 
to just pause for the cause and give everyone a few 
seconds to stop hyperventilating.) 

This particular flashing actually comes courtesy 
of a Daryl Dixon flashlight. (Sorry.) First it lands on 
an unsuspecting crew member, who just sort of 
chuckles, because what the hell else are you 
supposed to do when Norman Reedus throws a 
flashlight in your face? Then it is Melissa McBride’s 
turn to play victim. “Hey!” she barks at her costar, 
who continues to whip the beam around, faster and 
faster, until the energy in the room changes. Reedus 
starts beatboxing to the rhythm of the light, simulat- 
ing a club remix jam, heavy on the bass. “DOOPH!

DOOPH! DOOPH!” The throb- 
bing beat is more infectious than 
any plague of the undead. 

Now McBride feels it too. She 
turns this hallway of doom into 
her own personal Studio 54, 
dropping moves that would 
make Deney Terrio proud. Never 
mind that McBride currently 
has on her person a knife, brass 
knuckles, and a massive rifle— 
the woman just wants to get 
down! So there you have it. This 
is what season 5 of The Walking 
Dead has come to, folks: Zombie 
Dance Party. 


OF COURSE, THINGS aren’t likely 
to be quite that cheery when The 
Walking Dead returns to AMC 
on Oct. 12. For one thing, the ANDREW LINCOLN 
zombie apocalypse is still in full 
effect. For another, last we 
checked, our heroes were being 
held captive at Terminus in a 
train car, and, oh yeah, there was 
a good chance THEY WERE 
ABOUT TO BE EATEN! (More 
on that in a moment.) So if you 
thought watching Rick Grimes 
(Andrew Lincoln) rip out a man’s throat with his own teeth in the season 
4 finale was a sign of things to come, you were absolutely right. “We’ve 
gone into this room,” says Lincoln of the season 5 vibe. “And it’s a very 
dark room, and it’s a very scary room. And we’ve locked the door and 
you're not allowed out. We’re going to the other side now.” Lincoln’s 
message comes with a warning, especially for parents: “We’re really 
earning our rating this season. There are families that watch it together, 
but just so it’s on the record, guys—it’s a grown-up show this season.” 

Reedus concurs. “Episode 1 is insane,” he says while taking a break 
on a rooftop during filming. “Andy and I were like, ‘This is crazy, this 
is never gonna make it to TV!’” But while the AMC hit (which averaged 
18.4 million viewers last season) will have its fair share of despair, 
there will be flashes of hope as well. And flashes of promise. And yes, 
even flashes of love. If they can just get out of that damn train car, that 
is. So let’s start right there. 

Things ended last March in a bad way as Rick and most of the 
survivors had followed the tracks and signs to the promised safety of 
Terminus, only to be funneled by force into a train car by their 
less-than-hospitable hosts. But why? The popular theory is that the 
“Termites” (as dubbed by Lincoln) are the TV version of a group from 
the Walking Dead comic called the Hunters, who decided Hey, maybe 
zombies have the right idea after all with this whole eating-people thing and 
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therefore resorted to cannibalism to stay alive. Clues in both the season 
4A finale and the season 5 trailer lend extra credence to the Hunters/ 
Terminus comparisons. And so do these cryptic remarks from Walking 
Dead comic creator and TV exec producer Robert Kirkman: “All T’ll say 
is this season is following the comic-book story line pretty closely. Possi- 
bly closer than we ever have before. And there’s a very popular, familiar 
story line in the comic books that happened immediately following the 
exodus of the prison, and it is entirely possible that we will be touching 
in some way on that very popular story line.” Cue the dinner bell. 

But while Kirkman will not go so far as to outright confirm the 
cannibalism rumors, he does have good news for fans who have spent 
the entire summer trying to figure out just what the heck is going on 
outside train car A. Who are these jerks? What’s the deal with their leader, 
Gareth? And where are Carol, Tyreese, and baby Judith? These questions 
will be dealt with—immediately. “As a viewer, one thing that I really 
hate is when you have this big cliffhanger moment and then it’s the end 
of episode 3 before you get any 
real answers as to what we left 
you hanging on,” says Kirkman. 
“We're definitely not doing that. 
By minute 2 or 3 of our season 
premiere, I think the vast 
majority of our questions have 
been answered and five or six 
more have been presented, so 
youre very much going to be 
ram invested, well-informed, and 
ready for the ride that we’re 
LAUREN COHAN going to take you on.” 

The first stop on that ride for 
Rick & Co. is dealing with this 
Gareth character (played by 
Andrew J. West), who is vastly 
different from the group’s most 
recent adversary. “Gareth isn’t 
really the Governor,” explains 
West. “He’s a guy who’s search- 


| 
ing and struggling for a new way T S fy 
to exist, because he has accepted that the old way just doesn’t work 
anymore. The world is different now, and the old rules need to be reex- 
amined. And he’s willing to do that.” There is definitely a showdown = 
brewing between the cold and calculating Gareth and the newly refo- 


cused Rick. “He doesn’t blink to protect who he loves,” says showrunner 
Scott M. Gimple of Grimes 2.0. “And he can get pretty scary pretty 
quick.” Though we don’t know how this battle of wits and wills ends, we 


do know one thing—somehow, someway, the gang will exit Terminus. 
Then at some point attention will turn toward a new group goal: getting 
to Washington, D.C. It is a mission that Sgt. Abraham Ford (Michael 
Cudlitz) gave himself after scientist Eugene (Josh McDermitt) said he | 
knew how to stop the plague if he could just get to the nation’s capital. 
The trip offers the group hope—hope to put a stop to the madness e 


and hope for a new way of life. But you have to ask yourself: How does —ANDREW LINCOLN. 
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that usually work out for people 
on this show? The CDC journey 
in season 1 was a dead end— 
literally for some, like Jacqui 
and Dr. Jenner. Hershel’s farm 
appeared to be a refuge from the 
dangers of urban zombie war- 
fare...until a herd of flesh eaters 
happened upon it. A new society 
was forged behind the gates of a 
penitentiary, but that society 
crumbled alongside pieces of the 
prison blown up by the Governor 
and his tank. Finally, the lure of

There’s 
an apocalypse! Everyone’s dead and they’re walk- 
ing around! You have to go!!!” 

While heading back downtown will feel like a bit 
of a throwback to how it all began, with Rick riding 
his trusty steed into a sea of walkers, Nicotero says 
we should expect to see a very different-looking 
Atlanta. “Imagine what the city would look like 
after having been abandoned for a year and a half 
versus the six weeks we established in the very 


first episode. So having the city 
be even more decrepit-looking, 
and more windows have broken 
out, and plants and vines grow- 
ing—it was fun.” 

Also fun for Team Walking 
Dead was getting the cast back 
together. After the destruction 
of the prison in season 4, the sur- 
vivors scattered. That meant 
smaller stories with episodes 
focusing on just a few people at 
a time. The actors appreciated 
the opportunity to do deeper 
character studies, but they also 
missed one another. “It’s back to 
school!” says Chad L. Coleman, 
who plays Tyreese. “The gang’s 
all together. It’s been a long 
summer, and we’re coming back 
to wreak havoc. We miss each 
other when we go off into that 
splinter storytelling.” For newer 
cast members, the season rep- 
resents their first real chance to 
work with the full ensemble.

“Last year I felt like a guest 
invited into the house, and 
everyone was very gracious 
and allowed me to sleep on the 
couch,” says Cudlitz, who joined 
in season 4. “This year they built 
me aroom.” 

Of course, the introduction of 
these characters into the fold 
has the potential to add some 
conflict. It’s possible the old 
guard might not all agree with 
this mission to D.C. “Michonne’s 
a person who doesn’t go for 
things easily,” notes actress 
Danai Gurira. “There’s really 
that question: Will she or won’t 
she buy the Eugene story?” And 
then there may be other personal 
speed bumps on the road to 
Washington: Rick and Abraham 
have a particularly combative 
introduction in the comic, and 
Maggie could lose it if and when 
Rick identifies Tara (Alanna 
Masterson) as a member of the 


group that decapitated her father, Hershel. “That 
conflict could be a bit of a powder keg,” acknowl- 
edges Kirkman. There is also that whole Rick-and- 
Carol reunion to worry about, after he exiled her 
from the prison. “I can tell you that she is very 
certain with some of her feelings,” says McBride. 
“And she’s got some mixed feelings.” (Memo to Rick: 
Don’t start looking at any flowers, buddy.) 

But we will see love as well, beyond just Maggie 
and Glenn (Steven Yeun). Sasha (Sonequa Martin- 
Green) and Bob (Lawrence Gilliard Jr.) appeared 
to be close to a love connection last season, while 
Abraham and Rosita (Christian Serratos) are defi- 
nitely paired up in the comic. “There are certainly 
more couples,” confirms Kirkman. Could that also 
finally mean a match for Daryl Dixon? Kirkman 
recently responded to a fan’s query about whether 
Daryl could be gay by answering in the letters

section of his comic: “All I can say is that it’s been discussed.” As for season 5, Kirkman 
warns, “Sadly, I would say that Daryl’s situation remains somewhat ambiguous.” He 
pauses and takes a deep breath, considering the scores of fans who have been clamoring 
for Dixon to find his soul mate. “I’m going to regret answering that question.” 

The Daryl-Carol shippers at least seem to have the advantage over the Daryl-Beth (Emily 
Kinney) ones, seeing as how we know the first pair will share some screen time together in 
season 5, while Beth..:well, where the hell is Beth anyway? The trailer for season 5 shows 
her still separated from the main group and on the receiving end of a vicious blow to the

face. It looks like she might be in a 
hospital of some sort, but then 
again, maybe not. This is the one 
lingering mystery from last season 
that Kirkman concedes may take a 
bit of time to unravel. “I wouldn’t 
expect it too terribly soon,” he says 
as to when we might get answers. 
“There’s been a lot going on with 
her while she was missing and 
we're definitely going to see a lot of 
that, so all things will be revealed 
Beth-wise. It’s going to have some 
far-reaching ramifications for all 
the characters.” 

And that could include new 
characters as well. Jumping from 
the comic book to the screen this

season is Father Gabriel Stokes—a priest who, in the source material, 
offers his church as shelter for the group while also attempting to 
atone for past sins. He’ll be played by Seth Gilliam, the third alum 
from The Wire to join the series, after Coleman and Gilliard. For 
Gilliam, appearing on one of the most watched programs in the world 
has definitely been an adjustment. “This is the first time I’ve actually 
been on a show where it’s popular while it’s airing,” he laughs. “I was 
not prepared for that, and I’m not sure that I ever will be, actually.” 
Showrunner Gimple teases that Father Gabriel will be far from the 
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only fresh face: “We are going to see a bunch of 
new characters, people of significance to the show, 
even during the first half of the season.” 

We'll also be treated to a slew of new zombies— 
ones that are gnarlier than ever. This season, 
Nicotero’s goal was to “show the passage of time by 
seeing how rotted and decomposed these walkers 
get,” he says. “You can see that some of the zombies 
are missing noses and parts of their faces.” (Sounds 
delightful!) One such situation we can look forward 
to is “a room filled with water that has had walkers 
in it for a year, and what that would do to the 
zombies in terms of their skin flopping off.” This is 
the type of discussion that turns Nicotero giddy— 
somewhat disturbingly so. “I use the rotisserie- 
chicken description,” he says of the waterlogged 
walkers, “with the meat sliding off the bones.” 
(Second memo, this one to self: Never, ever eat 
rotisserie chicken again.) 

Between dealing with Terminus, whoever is hold- 
ing Beth, and the walking rotisserie chickens, the 
harsh reality is that not everyone is likely to make it 
out of season 5 alive. But the question of who will be 
among this season’s dearly departed is not one Yeun 
cares to consider. “Ultimately, what I think it ends 
up doing is making fans choose people,” he says of 
audience speculation. “And they go, ‘Oh, I like that

guy and I want those two to live and 
everybody else to die’ And it becomes 
like a dramatic episode of Survivor. 
That’s not what our show is, because 
the moment you do that, that’s the 
moment you check out.” 

The cast members themselves 
have no desire to check out (although 
Gimple and Kirkman may have dif- 
ferent plans for them). You simply 
don’t find the restlessness among the 
Walking Dead actors that you see on 
other programs when they get to 
season 5: “That is something a lot of 
people in episodic television struggle 
with,” acknowledges Yeun. Many 
actors have bailed from successful 
shows due to burnout and the desire 
for anew challenge, but don’t look for 
that to happen here. “There is a side 
of me that is actively looking to fill 
the hiatus,” says Lincoln of pursuing 
other work in his downtime. “But 
this is like no other job I’ve ever expe- 
rienced. I’m ready for the long term.” 

But how long will that long term 
be? “Me and the other actors have 
talked about that,” says Reedus. “But 
we’re so wrapped up in not getting 
bitten that we’re not really thinking 
about when the show’s gonna end.” 
Kirkman’s inspiration for the Walking 
Dead comic (which just published 
issue #130) was to create “the zombie 
movie that never ends,” but all prime- 
time shows not titled The Simpsons 
eventually do fade to black. Has the 
creator thought about how long 
this ride can last? “I don’t plan on 
stopping anytime soon,” says Kirk- 
man, who also has a Walking Dead 
spin-off series in the works for AMC. 
“Scott Gimple and I have many, many 
seasons mapped out. I think we’ve 
got at least another year or so before 
we have to start talking about what 
the endgame is. Shows have lasted a 
crazy amount of seasons before. 
Maybe this will be one of those. Or 
maybe people will be reading this 
interview in a couple of years and be 
like, ‘Wow, that guy was a dope.” m 


NEXT STOP: 


IF YOU’RE WONDERING WHAT 
may be coming up on the 
Walking Dead show, then look 
to the Walking Dead comic for 
clues. While the TV version 
does bounce around in terms of 
following the comic's timeline, 
showrunner Scott M. Gimple 
notes that “generally it’s on the 
same linear path. Maybe we'll 
get ahead a little bit, maybe 
we'll fall behind a bit, but it’s 
generally in the same place.” 

To sync up the two versions, 
consider this: Rick’s final line of 
season 4—“They’re screwing 
with the wrong people’”—was a 
sanitized take on the final line of 
issue #64. The Terminus gang 
on TV appears to be an adapta- 
tion of a group of cannibals 
from this period known as the 
Hunters, while Abraham and 
Eugene's mission to D.C. comes 
straight from the comic as well 
(but as readers can attest, there 
could be a big twist to that 
along the way). And we already 
know that Father Gabriel Stokes 
Cintroduced in issue #61) will be 
showing up in season 5. 

As for who—or what—else 
might be jumping from page to 


screen, our bet is on Aaron, 
whom we met in issue #67. 
He’s a recruiter for a walled-off 
postapocalyptic community 
known as the Alexandria 
Safe-Zone, which also acts 

as the next major destination 
point for the group after 
Hershel’s farm and the prison. 
(Aaron might also join Tara 
as one of the show's few 

gay characters.) 

So will our survivors reach 
Alexandria this season? “I will 
say that’s a very big point in 
the book,” responds Gimple. 

“| don’t think anyone who reads 
the comics will be surprised 
that we eventually get there, 
but whether it’s this season or 
not? It’s possible, | suppose.”

A CLASSIC WE LOVE 


A Doozy of 
Dames and 
Double Crosses 


Summer’s almost over, and there’s nothing 
left to get excited about at the cineplex. So 
stay home and enjoy Robert Mitchum in 
1947’s Out of the Past, one of the finest film 
noirs of all time. 


UILT LIKE A side of roast beef, with sleepy 
eyes and a cigarette constantly dangling 
from his lower lip, Robert Mitchum was the 
kind of tough guy who was tailor-made for 
film noir. And throughout the late ’40s and 
early ’50s, he appeared in his fair share of 
them: Crossfire, The Big Steal, Macao, Angel 
Face...the list goes on. Usually there was some overly com- 
plicated plot involving a double cross, our hero’s need to 
clear his name before the end credits, and a girl. There 
was always a girl. But unlike Alan Ladd, Dana Andrews, 
or even Humphrey Bogart, Mitchum seemed like some- 
one who could throw a punch—and more important, take 
one, too. Although he looked like he wanted nothing more 
than to indulge in a nice long siesta with a tumbler of

Scotch in his hand, behind those 
half-mast eyelids was a mind operat- 
ing three steps ahead of anyone else. 

The bespoke pairing between actor 
and genre wasn’t always an obvious 
one. At the beginning of his career, 
Mitchum was typecast as cowboys 
and Gls. That all changed in 
1947 with Jacques Tour- 
neur’s Out of the Past (NR, 
1 hr., 37 mins.)—one of the 
greatest noirs ever made. 
Now available on a gorgeous 
new Blu-ray transfer from 
Warner Archive (warner 
archive.com), the film can 
finally be seen just as it 
looked in its initial release, cloaked in 
inky black shadows and hauntingly 
moody atmosphere. If you’ve never 
seen it, it’s the perfect time to play 
catch-up now that we find ourselves 
in the flea-ridden dog days between 
the peak of summer tentpole season 
and the imminent arrival of fall’s 
Oscar hopefuls. 

Mitchum stars as Jeff Bailey, a 
world-weary former private eye 
who’s gotten out of the snooping 
business to open a small-town filling 
station. But the past comes back to 
haunt him when a former client (a 
deliciously sinister Kirk Douglas) 
strong-arms Bailey back into his old 
life. “I wish it was nicer to see you,” 
Mitchum cracks to one of Douglas’ 
henchmen. The film mostly unspools 
through a series of flashbacks, and 
we slowly get to see how Bailey went 
from a hard-boiled gumshoe to 
someone who'd rather spend his last 
days anonymously pumping gas. The 
explanation is as obvious as it is 
inevitable. It was a woman. And not 
just any woman, but Jane Greer’s 
Kathie Moffat—a mysterious beauty 
whose lipsticked smile promises 
oblivion. Or as Bailey puts it, she’s 
like “a leaf that blows from one 
gutter to another.” 

Years earlier, Douglas’ Whit Ster- 
ling had hired Bailey to head down to 
Acapulco to find Kathie, who’d shot 
Whit in the gut and then run off with 
$40,000 of his money. Not only did

Bailey find her sipping Cuba libres 
south of the border, he fell for her. 
Hard. So hard that they decided to 
run off together and leave Whit high 
and dry. But now Whit has Kathie 
back. And he tells Bailey that he’ll let 
bygones be bygones if he does one 
last job for him—some- 
thing to do with Whit’s 
double-dealing accountant 
who's trying to extort him. 
> F- Bailey knows the whole 
thing’s a frame-up to even 
the score. But against his 
better judgment, he takes 
the job. The look on Mit- 
chum’s face tells us that 
this is his way of atoning for his sins. 

Like most great noirs, Out of the 
Past is teeming with hairpin twists, 
corruption, erotic obsession, and a 
creeping sense of postwar fatalism. 
What makes Tourneur’s film hold up

better than most (it was remade as 
1984’s Against All Odds) is Mitchum’s 
unmatchable air of doomed macho 
grace and writer Daniel Main- 
waring’s snappy pulp dialogue. When 
the vise is tightening on Bailey and 
Kathie, she pleads, “Oh, Jeff, I don’t 
want to die!” Mitchum’s deadpan 
response is one for the ages: “Neither 
do I, baby. But if I have to, ’m gonna 
die last.” 

Better still is the film’s most famous 
line, uttered when Bailey realizes that 
Kathie, the fatale-est of femmes, is 
even more cold-blooded than he’d 
ever imagined. She’s gotten rid of 
everyone who can put the finger on 
hey, and now it’s Bailey’s turn to play 
the patsy. But he never sweats. 
Mitchum just looks at her with those 
sleepy eyes and says, “You build my 
gallows high, baby.” Spoken like a 
man who's already condemned. A

STARRING Jack O’Connell, Ben

It took a good half hour for my ears to 
acclimate to the indecipherable accents and 
rapid-fire bursts of convict slang in David 
Mackenzie’s harrowing new prison drama 
Starred Up. But it’s a case where patience 
pays off, thanks to a ferociously intense per- 
formance from Jack O’Connell. The actor, 
from the U.K. TV series Skins, plays Eric 
Love, an ironically named 19-year-old powder 
keg with the psychotic swagger of a crazed 
rottweiler. The movie's title refers to juvenile 
offenders who are so dangerous that they’re 
moved up to adult incarceration. And as the 
film opens, we see Eric being processed, 
strip-searched, and then led into the high- 
risk bowels of his new hell. Mackenzie ( Young 
Adam) shot the movie in a Belfast prison, a 
place so authentically bleak there might as 
well be a sign over the entrance that reads 
“Abandon all hope, ye who enter here.” 

Eric’s no stranger to life behind bars. His 
mother died when he was just a kid, and his 
father (Ben Mendelsohn) has been an inmate 
for most of his life in the facility Eric now calls 
home. The rotten apple doesn’t fall very far 
from the tree. Needless to say, the family 
reunion isn’t all finger-painting and hugs. 
Mendelsohn, an Australian actor who’s 
delivered a run of excellent supporting turns 
in Killing Them Softly, The Place Beyond the 
Pines, and Animal Kingdom, is riveting as a 
career thug beyond rehabilitation. You can 
see the torment etched on his face when he 
can’t help his son out of a scrape and the 
betrayal he feels when Eric starts to form 
alliances that don’t include him. 

To be honest, though, Eric doesn’t need 
much of anyone’s help. He already seems to 
know all the tricks of prison life: how to defend 
himself with his bruised knuckles, how to 
fashion a shiv out of a disposable razor and 
toothbrush, and how to oil down his body to 
make himself harder for the guards to restrain. 
After dishing out a string of brutal beatdowns 
on his cell block, Eric is enrolled in a therapy 
group run by Homeland’s Rupert Friend. And 
it’s here that the film feels a bit too familiar and

superficial. It could have burrowed deeper 
into Eric’s past and offered more layers to his 
rage. Still, O'Connell gives the movie every- 
thing he’s got. He’s explosive and feral, and you 
can see why Angelina Jolie picked him to play 
the lead in her upcoming film Unbroken. Like 
Eric Bana’s menacingly raw breakout in 2000's 
Chopper or Tom Hardy’s in 2008’s Bronson, 
O’Connell bristles with terrifying hair-trigger 
unpredictability. Watching him, you feel like 
you're witnessing the arrival of a new movie 
star. (Also on iTunes and VOD) B

When Gandhi 
Met E.T. 


Richard Attenborough was a 
respected actor and Oscar-winning 
director who turned an initial rivalry 
with Steven Spielberg into an enduring 
friendship.

THERE SHOULD HAVE been bad blood 
between Richard Attenborough and 
Steven Spielberg. Since 1982, movie lovers 
have been fighting a grudge match 
over the filmmakers’ two landmarks— 
Attenborough’s Gandhi and Spielberg's L.T. 
The Extra-Terrestrial—which were locked 
in a rivalry at the 55th Academy Awards. 
The biographical drama about the nonviolent Indian leader 
Mohandas Gandhi won eight Oscars, beating E:T. (which 
won four) for Best Picture, Director, and Screenplay. 
Attenborough was the first to extend his hand during 
their Oscar battle. On the night of his upset at the Directors 
Guild of America awards, the British filmmaker walked 
over to his younger colleague before going on stage. “This 
isn’t right; this should be yours,” he said. Humble to the 
core, in 2008 he called E.T. “an infinitely more creative and 
fundamental piece of cinema.” And when he died on Aug. 24 
at age 90, one of the first to pay tribute was Spielberg. 
“Dickie Attenborough was passionate about everything in 
his life—family, friends, country, and career,” Spielberg said 
in a statement. Gandhi, he added, was “a gift to the world.” 
Attenborough began his career as an actor, with a role in 
the 1942 war drama In Which We Serve, followed by acclaimed 
performances in films such as 1947’s Brighton Rock and

1963’s The Great Escape (see sidebar). He later shifted to 
directing and gained recognition for 1985’s A Chorus Line 
and 1992’s Chaplin. He returned to acting in 1993, accepting 
a role in a project by his former competitor that would 
again redefine cinematic storytelling: Jurassic Park. (It was, 
coincidentally, the same year that Schindler’s List finally 
earned Spielberg his first Best Director and Picture 
awards.) In Jurassic (and its 1997 sequel, The Lost World), 
Attenborough played John Hammond, the charismatic 
billionaire whose deep pockets help resurrect an extinct 
species. “He was the perfect ringmaster to bring the dino- 
saurs back to life,” Spielberg said in his statement. “He was 
a dear friend and I am standing in an endless line of those 
who completely adored him.” So let the Oscar obsessives 
argue whether Gandhi or E.T. should have won. The two 
filmmakers were content to bury the hatchet—but not 
before using it to dig up some spectacular dinosaurs.

He was the undisputed heavyweight 
champion of independent cinema. 
John Cassavetes earned that title not 
simply because he worked on the 
cheap, shooting in his house, casting 
his family, and snubbing Hollywood 
conventions, but because of the fierce, 
cantankerous, unhinged energy with 
which he did it. Watching his movies 
is athrilling, discomforting experience. 
We delve so deeply into his characters’ 
private lives that we often need to turn 
away when they make eye contact 
with us. In 11 feature films as a writer- 
director, Cassavetes created people— 
fragile, flawed, achingly human—who 
are all searching for a connection in 
their crazy world. “Film is an investiga- 
tion of life,” he said. “What problems 
do you have that | might have? What 
part of life are we both interested in 
knowing more about?” 

Thirty years ago, his glorious final 
masterpiece, Love Streams, came out 
in theaters. Now newly restored in a 
triumphant, about-time Criterion Blu- 
ray edition, the film is the ideal capper 
to a binge of his work. (More accessi- 
ble than some of his earlier movies, it’s 
also a good entry point for the uniniti- 
ated.) Cassavetes, a lifelong smoker 


and drinker, was told by doctors when 
he started shooting Love Streams that 
he had only six months to live. So he 
rewrote the script as a wistful final 
expression—vital as ever but limned 
with a sharp layer of melancholy. 
“Love,” says one character, “is astream. 
It’s continuous, it doesn’t stop.” “No,” 
says another, “it does stop.” (The film- 
maker went on to live another five 
years before succumbing to cirrhosis 
of the liver in 1989 at age 59. Though 
he left this world without winning an 
Oscar, he worked so far outside the 
mainstream that the seven nomina- 
tions he and his films earned are a 
testament to his achievements.) 

Love Streams, starring the director 
andhis wife, Gena Rowlands, as unrav- 
eling siblings, cemented his matura- 
tion from an angry young guy into an 
endearingly grumpy, soulful old man. 
Gone are his handheld-camera and 
improv-around-the-clock schematics, 
but still present are the danger, humor, 
and exposed nerves. He ends the film 
with a nod to the magical in a scene in- 
volvinga dog transforming into aman— 
amoment that seems positively loopy 
in Cassavetes’ universe, but really, no 
more absurd than life itself.

OT SO LONG AGO, reality TV promised 
us that anyone could be a famous singer, 
or chef, or alligator wrestler, or Amish 
craftsman.

And we have that chance 
with Amazon presenting its third round of 
pilots, which can be found on Amazon Instant Video.

Jimmy and Gretchen are so commitment- 
phobic and generally awful. (Jimmy hates 
everything; Gretchen once faked a brain 
tumor to score Spice Girls tickets.) Yet 
they’re weirdly lovable at the same 
time—how do you pull off that balance? 
Chris Geere The dialogue is so much 
fun that I knew I could rant away and 
people would be on my side. The 
problem I felt was, every time Jimmy 
would reveal a bit more of his feelings 
toward Gretchen, I had to 
constantly question whether 
it was too soon. These two are 
going to take forever to say “I 
love you,” so I didn’t want to 
become too soft too soon.

Geere I’m equally interested in the 
people who don’t like us. So many 
responses so far, especially on social 
media, have been “These characters 
are me!” Part of me is thinking, 
“Really?!” 

The sex on this series pushes the 
boundaries, even for basic cable. What 
was filming the first nude scene like? 
Cash Chris and I had decided to do 
shots of tequila beforehand, but we

were so comfortable we completely 
forgot to drink. We’re both married 
and [we] respect each other and each 
other’s partners, so it was sort of not 
awkward. The most shockingly awk- 
ward thing was taking off all my 
clothes and nobody looking.

Geere Oh, they were looking. 

Cash You're wearing ridiculous things. 
Thad pasties and a vagina sticker. I’d 
write little messages to Chris on the 
stickers, or draw fake pubic hair. You 
make it light while also doing your job. 
When you know there's a particularly 
raunchy scene coming up, do you give 
your spouses a heads-up? 

Geere The first rule is you don’t 
explain the scenes ahead of time. You 
let them see it and afterwards hope 
their response is good. 

Cash I have the exact opposite thing 
with my spouse. My husband was like, 
“You did not explain it—if I’d had 
warning, I wouldn’t have freaked out!” 
Geere I had to watch episode 1 with 
my in-laws. 

How did that happen? 

Geere Because I'd already seen [the 
pilot] a few times, I knew exactly the 
moment I needed to pause it and fast- 
forward, but I got the pause mark 
wrong and they saw a little bit of 
what they shouldn’t have seen. See- 
ing their faces was a treat! 

What are your favorite scenes? 

Geere In terms of my enjoyment, I 
don’t think I can rule out the three- 
some. It was brilliant. I had two girls on 
the bed—hboth really attractive. It was 
something that I had never done 
before, and it was such a laugh. 
Cash Everyone turned into a 
frat boy that night. I was ready 
to kill everyone.

There are only dumb questions in What 
If?, the new book by Randall Munroe, 
and that’s exactly how he likes it. A 
former roboticist at NASA, Munroe now 
lords over xkcd.com, a forum where he 
gives readers real (and blissfully tongue- 
in-cheek) answers to insane questions 
like “How many Lego bricks would it 
take to build a bridge capable of carry- 
ing traffic from New York to London?” 
and “From what height would you need 
to drop a steak for it to be cooked when 
it hit the ground?” Munroe tackles each 
query with a scientific approach, and his 
solutions are illuminated with stick- 
figure drawings and mini-comics that 
reveal a deeply developed sense of nerd 
humor. During a breakdown of what 
would happen if Earth suddenly stopped 
spinning, his stick man wonders, “If the 
old day/night cycle is gone, when can I 
feed these gremlins?” 

What If? maintains a delightfully free- 
wheeling tone throughout, especially 
when complicated calculations lead to 
whimsical results. (Did you know that 
Yoda’s Force power roughly translates 
to the amount of energy used to drive a 
smart car?) Despite all the hard facts 
and gigantic numbers, it never feels like 
a textbook—and you don’t have to be a 
rocket scientist to enjoy it. A

recounts the life and untimely 
death of his 22-year-old son in 
verse that is free only in the technical sense, 
carrying as it does the weight of a father’s 
grief as well as the burden of living up to 
classic elegies by the likes of Ben Jonson and 
Wordsworth and Rilke. It’s a remarkable 
achievement, as much memoir as poetry. 
And what a memoir it is. Hirsch traces an 
indelible portrait of his son, a troubled boy 
prone to tantrums and outbursts whom he 
dubs “Mr. Impulsive.” Even as he catalogs the 
multiple school changes and doctor visits and 
conflicting diagnoses of Gabriel’s condition 


(some sort of developmental 
disorder, apparently), Hirsch 
uses the particulars of his 
family’s situation to grasp at 
something larger and more 
universal: “When he colored 
his hair blue/The sink was 
covered with blue dye/As if 
the sky was turned upside 
down in a bowl.” 

When Hurricane Irene 
strikes New York City in 2011, 
Gabriel seems to disappear 
into the storm itself. (He’s 
found days later, dead after downing a cap of 
the club drug GHB.) Hirsch’s short, limber 
three-line stanzas are well suited to the stag- 
gered unfolding of the tragedy, as if Charon 
were tweeting updates from the banks of the 
river Styx. “I did not know the work of mourn- 
ing/Is like carrying a bag of cement/Up a 
mountain at night,” Hirsch writes toward the 
end, as he begins to come to terms with his 
loss. “That’s why it takes courage/To get out of 
bed in the morning/And climb into the day.” A
